TAXES TOO HIGH. 


Bridge Assessment Reduced — Notes 
from Over the River.

assessment on the bridge this year was $1,- 
250,000, an increase of $50,000 over the assess- 
ment of last year. Assessor Enright states 
that before makin this assessment he 
had learned that the bridge was payin 

8 per cent on an investment of $17.000,000, an 

experts whom be consulted had informed him 
thay $1,250,000 would be a reasonable assess- 
meht. When the Board was holding its final 
session yesterday, be says, he informed his 
associates of all these facts. Mr. Timlin ex- 
pressed the opinion thatthe assessment was 
entirely too high, and that the board might as 
weil lower it for if it weré allowed to stand as 
the Assessor had made it the County Board of 
Supervisors would surely reduce it.

His visit to Rio in March was for the 
purpose of ae himself to the treat- 
ment of that, at least locally, famous savant. 
THE INOCULATION. 

He sald: There is as yet no compulsion as 
to inoculation on account of local jealousies 
among the physicians, but the Government 
has established branch dispensaries in man 
parts of the city where attendant physi- 
cians treat you free of 0 — 
An official advertisement in the dally 
papers notifies you that you can be inoculated 
on application at these branches or by Dr. 
Freire himself in his office. I went to Freire. 
The method is very simple. Agrammeof the 
inoculating fluid is injected into the 
arm with a hypodermic syringe. That Is all 
there is to the operation. 

EFFECT OF THE OPERATION. 

In six or seven hous after this injection I had 
alight chill, whichI suffered from for about 
twenty-five minutes.

I immediately began with two medical 
friends the investigation of a list of 6,000 in- 
ee Pe tee by Dr. Freire in 1885. 
We follow up between 300 and 400 cases, 
numbers of which were poor persons living in 
corticos (blind alleys) in squalor. And in 
eve case we investigated we found 
that the inoculation had been a 
sure preventative against the fever. Persons 
living in the same environment 
under the same conditions had died of 
the disease, but as I said, not one 
of those inoculated had suffered more than 
a slight attack. I searched the records of 
churches and cemeteries and could not find 
the name of one person on Freire’s list of 
6,000 registered as having died of yellow fever. 
**] regard the protection given by the doc- 
tor’s method so absolutely perfect I would not 
be in the least afraid to livein the midst of 
yellow fever. Vaccination is nota more cer- 
tain means of preventing small-pox than this

The New York Murderer, Chacon.

THE CRIME. 

Sam Archer was convicted of murder in the 
first degree last January, being charged with 
complicity in the brutal murder of Samuel A. 
Bunch on the llth of July, 1883. After tne per- 
petration of the deed he avoided the author. 
ties very successfully until his whereabouts 
was revealed by the coward of the gang, John 
D. Lynch. who was then arrested and lodged 


in jall here. The abstract of the crime, as re- 
lated by Lynch in his confession, is as follows: 
On the 3d of July, 1882, Sam Marley and Matt 
Archer gotinto a difficulty resuiting in the 

shooti of Archer by Mariey. This 
e d the older Archers, as they were 
„ very much and they determined 
to punish Marley at the first pt ne egy | and 
to accomplish this end they organizea them- 
solves into a gang of six members, viz.; Tom, 


Mart, John aad Archer, John D. Lynch 
and Dave Crane. Mart was chosen captain 
and adviser. The work of ferreting out the 


hiding-place of Marley began. Bunch’s house 
was guarded cons ly, as 1 rested 
upon him as the one Who was aiding Marley to 
escape. This espionage did not reveal the de- 
si information and the Archers resolved to 
kill Bunch if he re to reveal Marley’s 
hiding-place. age | met on the afternoon of 
July 11, 1882, nearthe home of their victim, 
and sent Dave Crane to decoy him into the 
woods, where they woul meet him. 
Bunch accompanied Crane to the spot desig- 
nated, where he was seized, bound, and sub- 
sequently taken to Saltpetre Cave in — 
county, where he was shot to death by the 
gang. Meanwhile, asearch wus being made 
for Bunch by his friends, which, of course, 
proved frnitiess. Lost River was thorougly 

d and other information concerning 
him sought for until the murderers became 
alarmed lest the cave might be visited and the 
secret revealed. On the 18th of the same 
month, the cave was visited by Bunch’s mur- 
derers. A box was provided and the remains 
of Bunch were rolled into it and carried 
through the small opening and deposited on 
alarge brush heap, some distance from the 
cave, where the whole was thoroughly satu- 
rated with oll and the torch applied. This 
rude cremation was kept up for several days 
and nighta, each one in turn py | guard 
and adding sufficient fuel to keep it blazing. 
After this work was ended, a tree was felied 
over the blackened spotto hide the crime. 
Little information concerning the fate of the 
missing man could be learned until the de- 
serted wife ot John Archer, who bad taken 
refuge in the County Poor Asylum, gave suf- 
ficient evidence concerning the deed to cause 
the arrest of the older Archers for the murder. 
They remained in the jail only a 
short time until a mob threatened 
them, when they were hastened off to 
Daviss County for safety. The prisoners 
remained there butashort time, when they 
expressed a desire to return to Shoals, which 
was granted. The excitement overthe ap- 
pearance of the mob had somewhat abated, 
when the lynchers made their last and suc- 
ceseful attack on March 9, 1886. They marched 
quietly and anmolested into the town, thence 
to the jail, when the work of battering down 


the oors began, which occupied 
but a few moments. After gaining 
possession of the prisoners they

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CHACON CHOKED, 


The New York Murderer Glorifies the Law 
To-Day. 


Nrw York, July 9.—Miguel Chacon, the Cu- 
ban negro who shot and killed his mistress, 
Mrs. Maria Williams, on June 20, 1884, paid the 
penalty of his crime at the Tombs prison this 
morning. The drop fell at 7:40, and death was 
almost instantanious. Three minutes after 


the rope was cut the doctor pronounced life 
extinct, Thebody was allowed to hang the 
full time prescribed by law, twenty minutes, 
and was then lowered into a coffin and taken 
toan undertaking establishment, whence it 
was taken to Calvary Cemetary and interred 
at the expense of the Rev. Father Byrnes of 
St. Andrew's Church. 

The execution was witnessed by only forty 
people and was well conducted. A squad of 
100 lice surrounded the prison, but their 
services were not required as very few people 
congregated around the structure. The con- 
demned man slept peacefully last night until 
after 2 o’clock, when he awoke, and after ask- 
ing the De ay Sheriffs in attendance on 
him to call im at 5 o’clock he turned 
over and went to sleep again. 
Shortly after the latter hour he was 
aroused and dressed himself, after which he 
attended mass in the prison chapel. He made 
the responses in a firm, clear voice and was 
administered communion. Chacon expressed 
himseifto the prieste who ministered to him 
as being prepared for death. He refused to 
take an ‘breakfast, but partook of some choc- 
olate which was prepared at his request. The 
death warrant was readto him in his cell 
when he was pinioned and the noose place 
around his neck. The march to the scaffold 
was then taken up. Chacon walked with a 


firm tread between the two priests 
who have attended him during his 
confinement. The condemned man ap- 
peared to take no notice of 


the gallows under which he was placed and 
the noose adjusted. The last prayers were 
said by the priests who stood alongside 
Chacon, the crucifix was kissed and the black 
cap drawn, Then the rope was cut and Cha- 
con’s body sprung up in the air and fell back 
a distance of eight ieet. There was little or 
no muscular convulsion. The neck was 
broken, and death must have been instanta- 
neous. After the Coroner had examined the 
body he gave a permit for its removal, and it 
was taken in charge by the undertaker.

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_ SENSE AND JUSTICE. 

The veto message of Mayor FRANCIS is a 
temperate, well-considered production;

Its statements of fact will 
not be questioned; its arguments will not 
be answered. It faithfully refiects that 
enlightened public sentiment which is 
willing to grant to the railroad corpora- 
tion every franchise which is not incon- 
sistent with freedom of commerce and 
with the general welfare, but which re- 
fuses to cripple the city’s future for the 
sake of present advantages. 

Now that it is settled that the ordinance 
can not be passed in its present shape, let 
the company consent to an acceptable 
measure and let the needed improvement 
begin.

A CAPITALIST’S VIEWS. 

The greatest reforms work their way up 
from the lower strata of society, where 
the fermentation always begins. A few 
years ago the agitation for a strict regula- 
tion of railroad capitalization and man- 
agement was supposed to be confined to 
ignorant aud prejudiced farmers, com- 
munists and political demagogues. Now, 
itis Mr. Henry CLews, one of the famous 
millionaire bankers of New York, who 
comes tothe front with an Independence 
Day address in which he declares that in 
the whole range of our law-making there 
is no one branch in which there has been 
such utter lack of judgment, foresight 
and just regard for the rights of the citi- 
zens as in our legislation relating to rail- 
road companies. 

In supportof this proposition, Mr. CLEws 
shows up their fraudulent financiering by 
means of construction companies and 
other devices with which the managing 
rings rob the companies; the stock-water- 
ing to the extent of $3,000,000,000 by which 
three-fifths of our railroad mileage 
have been bankrupted and transferred to 
new owners; the losses entailed upon the 
public by this dishonest over-capitaliza- 
tion, and the consequent bad reputation 
of American railroad securities ubroad. 
But as the worst consequence, Mr. CLEws 
points his warning finger at a powerful 
aristocracy of wealth, springing from a 
diseased system of finance and threaten- 
ing to strain our institutions to their very 
foundations with social and political dis- 
orders hitherto unknown among us. He 
says: 

The descendants of the mushroom million- 
aires of the present generation will consolidate 
into a broad and almost omnipotent money 
power, whose sympathies and influence will 
conflict with our political institutions at every 
point of contact. They will exercise u vast 
control over the larger organizations and 
movements of capital; monopolies will seek 
protection under their wing. and by the as- 
cendency which wealth always confers they 
will steadily broaden their grasp upon the 
legislation, the banking and the commerce of 
the nation. 

As to the duty of our Legislatures in the 
premises, Mr. CLEWS does not hesitate to 
demand laws prohibiting the issue of stock 
for any purpose but construction and 
equipment, restricting mortgages to 60 per 
cent of the true coat of the property, for- 
bidding payment of dividends not actually 
earned, forbidding incorporators from be- 
coming constructors, requiring all con- 
struction and equipment contracts to be 
made upon open competitive bids, and en- 
forcing the amplest publicity of details 
relating to the financial affairs and cur- 
rent traffic of the companies. 

All this he demands for the protection 
of railroad owners as well as the protec- 
tion of shippers, and it seems to be his 
opinion that the honest management thus 
provided for by law could not deprive the 
public of the protective benefit of fair 
competition. A speedy reform in this di- 
rection he deems necessary to disarm a 
growing public feeling which otherwise 
threatens at no very distant day to de- 
molish, with one scratch of a Gov- 
ernor’s pen,” the whole vast structure of 
ill-gotten wealth now resting upon the in- 
secure foundation of watered stocks. 


It is sad to hear that the hot weather 
and the need of haste in finishing the 
business of the session will prevent the 
separate consideration of each one of the 
many vetoed bills. A number of Con- 
gressmen are loaded with double charges 
of angry oratory which they hope to fire 
off either on the floor of the House or 
through the Congressional Record, to be 
afterwards used as campaign material 
when they begin to canvass among their 
beloved constituents.

Plea for Property Qualification.

It is a source of great trouble to many think- 
ers of the country that there are so many mill- 
ionaires in Congress. The Senate, it is said, 


the House has perhaps a dozen millionaires, 

with a number of other men who run weill up 
into the hundreds of thousands. Many of 
these men, itis charged, belong to corpora- 

tions and monopolies, and the labor agitators 
make great capital out of the gold bugs in 
Congress. It is a question, however, whether 
the rich Congressman is not a better servant 
for the people than the poor Congress- 

man. As a rule the rich statesman has 

been a poor man and has made 
his money himseif. It takes brains and com- 

mon sense to make millions, and the rich man 

is more interested than the poor man in the 
welfre of the country, from the fact that his 
large business intereste depend upon the 
times. If they are good his business prospers. 

If they are bad failure often stares him in the 

face. A Congress of non-property owners 
would not be fit to legislate regarding the capi- 

talized industries of the country, and it isa good 

thing for the United States that it has railroad 
millionaires, gold millionaires, silver million- 
aires, and land millionaires among its rulers. 

Public sentiment in this country is too strong 
a thing to permit the rich Congressman to leg- 

islate a wholesale oppression of our poor, and 
as arule, the demagogues are found among 
the public men who are worth nothing. The 
poor man is, as a rule, more susceptible to 
bribes than a rich man, for the reason that his 
necessities are greater, and in a world in 

which ninety-nine bundredtns of the people 
devote themseives to making money the fact 
that a man has not done so is at least a sug- 

gestion of incapacity. 


Gov. Oglesby on Militaryism.

Speaking at Decatur on Monday Gov. 
Oglesby enunciated several great truths when 
he said that the people should depend of 
themselves; that when they clamor for an 
army to enforce the laws they give up their 
own rights; that corporate power depended 
upon the military, and that one of the great- 
est dangers of the day was the attempt of 
corporate wealth to cause the people to dis- 
trust the ordinary forms of civil government 
and accustom them to the use of 
military force on all occasions.

River and Harbor Bills, 
From the New York WORLD. 

River and harbor bills have been repeatedly 
defeated because of the ridiculous practice of 
making useful expenditure dependent upon 
the prosecution of Unwarranted work.

Provisions that Are Not Clear Enough— 
Chances for Extortionate Charges—The 
Matter of Direct Connection with Other 
Roads—Future Terminals—The Full Mes- 


sage. 


As announced in the Post-DisPaT cn yester- 
day afternoon Mayor Francis vetoed the Iron 
Mountain Elevated Railroad bill. The mess- 
sage which was given to Thomas E. Barrett, 
Assistant Secretary of the Council, last even- 
ing, is as follows: 

THE MESSAGE. 
To the Council of the Cu of St. Louis: 

GENTLEMEN—I have the honor to return 
vou hberewith Council bill No. 1, en- 
titied ‘‘An ordinance ranting the St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & uthern Railway 
Company the right to construct, operate and 
maintain an elevated railway over and across 
certain streets and alleysin the City of St. 
Louis, without my approval. 

This is one of the most important measures 
that has ever been before your honorable bod 
or myself. In dealing with undertakings suc 
as that contempiated in this bill, the city of St. 
Louis can weil afford to pursue a broad and 
liberal policy; to encourage such investments 
and to grant all reasonabie privileges neces- 
sary to promote such euterprises. The fran- 
chise sought in this bill appears in its general 
desian worthy of favorable consideration. It 
involves a large outlay for the erection of a 
permanent improvement, and in its immedi- 
ate results is, perhaps, astepin the direction 
of commercial 1 The increase of fa - 
cilities for local transportation cannot fail to 
be of advantage to all of our business interests 
ifobtained upon terms that would exclude 
the of subjecting a large 
part commerce of the city 
to the controlofone corporation, or a group 
of corporations acting in a common interest. 
This bill as now drawn, assumes the propriety 
and justice of annexing such conditions to the 
grant of privileges necessa to put this 
project into execution, as would remove such 
a possibility. It is a matter of regret, however, 
that the conditions here imposed are not sat- 
istactory safeguards tothe public interests, 
which in 1 M- it is my duty to guard. 
In the mat here in question we must keep 
in view not merely the interests of to-day, 
but of the future aswell. Past experience 
teaches us the need of exercising deliberation, 
Vigiiance and foresight in granting important 
concessions in the use of our streets and thor- 
ougbfares, especially when granted to strong 
corporations. 

IN THIS BILL VALUABLE PRIVILEGES

sis, or even if the word ‘‘car’’ had been fol- 
lowedwy a comma, the meaning would have 
been more clear and satisfactory. In all of 
the printed bilis which I have seen, however, 
as well as in the enrolled bill now returned, 
the construction and punctuation are as 
quoted above. 

The second sentence of this section pre- 
sents even greater difficulties than the first. 
What is meant by ‘‘the whole number of 
cars?’’ Does it refer to the cars of other com- 
peasee only, or does it also include the cars of 
he Iron Mountain and Southern Railway Com- 
peny? if it was intended to include all 
cars, whether of that or of other com- 
panies, how can ‘‘payment to it’’ of such 
charge be construed? A railroad can not pay 
itself for ite own service. Is there not great 
danger of this phrase being construed to mean 
the cars of other companiesonly? If that 
construction should ultimately be established 
by the courts, the effect would be to compel 
other companies to bear the entire expense 
of operating and maintaining the structure, 
which would prevent competition if not be 


prohibitory. 
THE AMBIGUITY 
of this sentence is alone sufficient to condemn 


the bill. You recognized the importance of 
the principle sought to be established — — 
sion 


clining to pass the bill without the prov 
which ie intended to compel the transporta- 
tion of the cars of other companies over the 
structure upon terms supposed to secure 
equality with the grantee. If the section 
does not accomplish that result it fails 
of ite object. If the rantees are 
willing to accept these conditions, as they 
profess, and so worded as to unequivocally 
express the meaning. which they nov claim 
the section sufficiently states, little time will 
be lost in so formulating them. Further- 
more, this section does not provide any mode 
of arn eae § the cost of operating and 
maintaining. To ascertain the ‘‘fixed charge 
er car, with reference to a 7 per cent re- 
urn, would require, under any construction 
of the last sentence, at least one year’s ex- 
perience. During this time the grantee might 
charge more than the traffic could justly 
bear. This difficulty could be obviated in 
many ways, for example, by 8 that 
the maximum charge per car should not ex- 
ceed a given amount. 
AN UNCERTAIN CHARGE. 

The route of this franchise, as presented in 
section 1, is from Main and Convent streets to 
Seventh and Cerre, where it connects with the 


tracks of the Missouri PacificCompany. It is 
not, therefore, as is nerally — tag * 
connection of the Iron Mountain Railway with 


the Union Depot Company's tracks, as those 
tracks do not extend east of Eleventh street. 
r with the more favorable con- 
struction possible, of section 6, the ‘‘fixed 
charge’’ on cars of other companies would not 
necessarily transport them from the levee to 
the Union Depot, but all cars of other compa- 
nies transpo to and from the Union Depot 
over this structure could be subj ected 
to a toll in addition to that provided for in the 
bill. There is nothing in the bill, it is true, to 

revent the assignment of the franchise to the 

issouri Pacific Railway-Company. If such an 
assignment should be in contemplation, woald 
it not be a wise 2 to provide in that — 
that the use of Poe oplar street track shoul 
be at least restricted, thereby revoking as far 
as possible the great danger and annoyance of 
its preeves operation? 

There are other objections which could be 
offered in detail to this bill, but the above are 
sufficient gompet me to withhold my sig-

DIVORCE DAY. 


THE DEFAULT MACHINERY HANDLED FOR 
THE LAST TIME THIS SUMMER. 


Judge Dillon’s Turn at the Domestic Mm 
Family Linen Exposed in a Variety of 
Cases—Recitals of Misery, Cruelty and 
Shame—Indignities to Which Some Young 
Wives Are Subjected — Food for Refleo- 
tion. 


With the bench thermometer in sight of 98 
degrees Judge Dillon to-day wrestled with the 
default divorce docket of Court No. 2, and 
released several unhappy people from their 
self-imposed fetters. It was the last turn at 


the divorce laundry for the June term, all 
the new cases being entered for trial at the 
October term and the Judges for the next 
three months will be relieved from the 
monotony of hearing tales of domestic dis- 
tress and sorrow, misery andshame. The 
following cases were on the docket of to-day: 
A FORBEARING WIFE. 

Magdalena Theoboldt sought a decree of di- 
voree from George Theoboldt. They were 
married November 14, 1881, and lived together 
until March 12 of the present year. Mrs. 
Theoboidt complained that her husband 
treated ber in the most cruel manner. He 
whi — her when she was in a delicate 
condition and constantly abused her with 
vile language, rendering her condition in- 
tolerable. One evening in January, 1885, while 
she was waiting upon him at the supper table, 
he became very angry and chastised her then 
and there. He had more than once threatened 
to kill her, and he frequently 
spanked her without any provocation. She 
entered a suit in the Circuit Court against him 
for a divorce, but on his solemn promise to 
treat her kindly in future she kissed and made 
up, and the case in court was dismissed. He 
soon, however, resumed his harsh and cruel 
treatment, and one day he tried to choke his 
wife and another time he violently wrenched 
her arm. She asked for the custody of the 


child. 

, RETURNED TO HER FIRST LOVE. 

Charles Ross asked for a decree of divorce 
from Mary ©. Ross. They were married in 
Dayton, O., November 24, 1880. Mr. Ross 
stated that he treated his wife with 
kindness and affection at all times and 
did everything in his power to make 
ber happy and comfortable, but that 
she returned nis devotion by acting in the 
most sbameful manner.

A TEMPEST OF TALK. 


ANGRY MEETING OF WABASH BONDHOLD- 
ERS AT NEW YORK. 


Jay Gould Denounced—The Purchasing Com- 
mittee Accused of Submission to the Mag- 
nate—The Statement Vigorously Denied— 
A Committee on Examination Appointed. 


By Telegranh to the Post-DIsPaTca. 

New Tonk, July 9.—If Jay Gould’s ears 
didn’t tingle yesterday it was only because 
they have got by the tingling stage. There 
was a meeting of Wabash Railroad bondhold- 
ers at 96 Broadway. The purpose was to con- 
sider the report of the Wabash Purchasing 
Committee upon a plan for reorganizing the 
company by reducing the incowes of the bond- 
holders, but for a time it looked as if the chief 
object that the meeting had was to express 
suspicions about Jay Gould. Leading bond- 
holders had called the meeting, including 
G. D. Morgan, J. B. Colgate, H. N. Needham, 
D. OC. Hays, Boody, MeLellon &Co., H. A. V. 
Post, Samuel 8. Hands, Whitehonse & Co., Al- 
exander M. White and Henry V. Poor. The 
meeting - room was packed and the shouts that 
were sent flying round had not much spare room 
for circulation. They were vigorous enough 
to look out for themselves, however. H. H. 
Boody presided and A. 8. Wilson was made 
Secretary. Mr. Boody probably never saw so 
much liveliness on asummer’s day in all bis 
past life. It was hard to tell sometimes 
whether it was Mr. Boody who was 
chairman or some one of a dozen 
other gentiemen a good deal more 


conspicuous, in other parts of the room. 
Charles Rbhind, an elderly gentieman, witha 
peaveful countenance, made aspeech in favor 
of the Purchasing Committee’s plan. He did 
not get far song though beiore all of that 
peaceful look of his 

GALLOPED OUT OF 6IGHT. 

Judge Van Vechten of Albany brought him 
to a sudden halt with a remark like this: 
„What are you here for? Do you represent 
Jay Gould?“ Mr. Rhind looked astounded 
The meeting howled, delighted. Mr. Rhind re- 
torted: lama business man and I own as 
many bonds as any man here in proportion to 
my means. I don't know Jay Gould; Ibave 
not seen Jay Gould; 'm here for 
myself; I believe I'm right, and this 
Purchasing Committee’s plan is the best 
thing that I know of to help us out 
of our difficulties.

Jay Gould’s gee and the meeting 
shouted; ‘*‘Jay Gould’s minions,’’ and the 
meeting went fairly mad in its tempestuous 
howling. There were insinuations that 
Gould owned the Purchasing Committee, 
hints that he had tried to pack this 
meeting, suggestions that he was bent on 
some new scheme of stupendous knavery, 
and innuendoes by wholesale were sent flying 
round, all with Mr. Jay Gould figuring as their 
very wicked subject. Four or five speakers 
tried to get a hearing all at once, but generally 
it was only when they mentioned Mr. Gould's 
name that any of them got attention.

remote county. The only difference between 
the ‘‘giove’’ and the prize fight is that in the 
one the law protects the defeated fighter from 
being absolutely pounded out of all semblance 
to humanity by his opponent, while in the 
other thereis some chance that the worid 
may be bappily rid of one or both of the 
rufians who engage in it. The same 
outrage to all human sensibilities is in- 
volved in the one as, in the other, and the 
‘*glove’’ contest is carried on in public to 
brutalize the feelings and benumb the moral 
sense of the young men of the community. It 
is to be hoped that the Ohio courts will estab- 
lish a healthy precedent inthe case of Burke 
by pronouncing his glove fight illegal; but if 
they do not, it may be hoped thatthe time is 
not far in the future whenan aroused public 
sentiment will demand the passage of a law 
which will meet just such cases as this, and 
put a stop forever to these disgusting and bru- 
tal exhibitions.

Cable Railway. 


CHICAGO, July 9.—Fifteen residents of the 
North side, including A. O. Hesing, G. A.
